6. No application/representation for re-evaluation as 
well as for checking of totalling of marks shall be 
entertained. 

7 . In ensusing examinations those who are given roll 
numbers and who absent themselves in examination 
without informing sufficient reasons in Writing will be 
treated as not sufficiently prepared and will be dealt with 


under Regulation 5 (b) without giving further opportunity 
and time may be prescribed within which they shall not 
present themselves again for examination without prior 
. permission of Chairman of Board of Examiners.
